Orig- 
inal leases were for a 10-year 
riod, providing for ground rental of 
$1 per front foot per month. Choice 
spots were originally grabbed 
quickly by members of the film col-

ony, who felt they needed an exclu- 
sive beach playground where they 
would not be shoved around by the 
film fans. Elaborate houses and 
bungalows were constructed, cost- 
ing from $5,000 up. And Malibu 


blossomed forth as the popular sun- 
spot of the picture celebs. 

But as the original 10-year leases 
draw to a close; several lessees who 
desire to sell their ground privileges 
and homes find buyers few and far 
between. Stumbling block is the new 
ground lease rates for the five-year 
period beyond September, 1936. But 
owners of the land, which is part of 


the huge Rindge ranch which ex- 
te..ds 30 miles up the ocean front, 
will sell any of the Malibu ocean 
front lots for $250 per front foot if 
a lessee would rather make an out- 
right purchase. This sets a mini- 


mum price of $7,500 per lot for any 
of the ocean-fronting sites on the 
mile-long sand spot. 

If any of the lessees do not care 


to renew the ground leases or buy 
their lots outright, they have the 
privilege of moving their houses off 
the land at the expiration of pres- 
ent leases in 1936 But where to 
move? 

Rindge ranch extends far up the 
Coast, with control of all of the 


beach with the exception of a small 
strip about three miles north of 
Malibu Beach. Dropping the houses 
© trucks for 2 trip south would not 
overhead 


mean anything, as an 

bridge at Castellmare bars the way 
to any beach frontage in that di- 
rection. Malibuites, in the last 


analysis, will probably have to let 
their houses stay right where they 
are, as cost of moving to another 
location would probably be greater 


than the added increase for leased 
ground on the new five-year agree-

Finally Has Basic List— 
Add ‘Casuals’ for Part 
Time Work 


PERMITS CHALLENGES 


Hollywood, July 23. 

Official NRA execution of film- 
dom's mob of extras is nearing an 
end. The re-registration committee 
of seven, headed by Mrs. Mable 
Kinney, has worked long and fe- 
verishly paring the original list of 
30,000 down to somewhere between 
3,000 and 10,000. 

Thousands of extras were vying 
for the 500 jobs per daily average, 
none could make a decent living, 
so the wheels were started to rear- 
range the lists. It is hoped the 
committee’s list will be ready to 
be forwarded to Sol A. Rosenblatt 
by Sept. 1. 

In starting the scissoring the 
committee called for lists of rec- 
ommended extras from each of the 
major studio casting directors, from 
each independent casting group, 
from Central Casting Corp., the of- 
ficial organization of the producers, 
and from each association in the biz 
which handles placement of extras. 
The recommended extras were 
named alphabetically, and no one 
list was allowed to run higher than 
3,000. 

When the results were received 
by the committee, comprising people 
hired by NRA with no picture con- 
nections whatsover and no axes to 


grid—-started sorting the names 
into a basic list. If one was rec- 
ommended by eight studios and 


Central Casting, he received eight 
votes. If another received only one 
vote, that was that. A code sys- 
tem has kept all but a very few 
persons from knowing whether an 
extra has been sponsored by any 
certain group. 
Challenges 

Before the list is forwarded to 
Washington a meeting will be held 
attended by representatives from 
casting offices and the re-registra- 
tion committee and challenges will 
be permitted. If an extra has been 
discharged from a studio set for in- 
toxication, reps from that plant will 
be given opportunity to challenge 
the name. These challenges will be 
noted and also sent east. 

‘Extras will be re-registered be- 
cause of merit alone,’ Mrs, Kinney 
states. ‘Personalities absolutely will 
not be involved in the issue; this 1s 
a business proposition, and while 
many will undoubtedly feel dis- 
criminated against, I am sure that 
those who have worked at all as ex- 
tras and have been satisfactory to 
their employers will find themselves 
re-registered.’ 

Mrs. Kinney asserts that when 
the new list is completed, and the 
Authority has made its rec-

on picture salaries to the big chief 
of the N R A, General Hugh S&S.

Exploding the myth of the press 
agent that $10,000 a week means a& 
half-millivs a year, Rosenblatt 
showed that comparatively few of 
the thousands of actors in Holly- 
wood are in the big money. 

In fact, only 446 out of 
dividuals receiving $150 or more a 
week—including executives, direc- 
tors and al! cthers—in 1933 received 
$25,000 or more in compensation and 
only 66 rated $100,000 or better.

The Film Code Authority is pic- 
tured as virtually supreme and the 
court of last resort, according to a 
ruling in NRA headquarters where- 
in it summarily declines even to re- 
view the first film appeal to Wash- 
ington from a C.A. decision. The 
Eagle mandate would simultaneous- 
ly clarify for the entire business 
higher appeals roads made generally 
confusing by General Hugh S. John- 


son's special interpretation of 
President Roosevelt's executive or- 
der accompanying the code at the 


time of its official debut. 

The Code Authority made public 
Monday (23) volumineus data and 
correspondence leading up to the 
ruling. It revealed that at its ses- 
sion later this week it will listen to 
a motion from the respondent, the 
Jefferson Amusement Co. of Vic- 
toria, Texas, which failed to get a 
hearing in Washington 
now desires the C.A, itself to re-re- 
view the entire case. 

Charges that the Film Code is not 
now in effect, that Johnson had no 
right to modify the executive order, 
are made in the latest petition by 
the respondent to the Code Author- 


ity. The Johnsonian interpretation 
and refusal of Washington to re- 
view the case, are categoried, first, 


as having been made to obtain sig- 


natures of producers and distribu- 
tors, and, second, to be in direct 
violation of the Constitution of 
the U. S.

If he fails 
to present himself or cannot dis- 
prove the charge he will unable 
to obtain any more films for his 
theatre. Heath is a member of 
Northwest Allied States and that 
organization, which opposes the in- 
dustry code, will likely carry the 
matter to court to test the validity 
of the grievance board's power. 

Heath’s ‘Merchant Nights’ con- 
sists of the sales of blocks of State 
theatre tickets to storekeepers in 
nearby towns. The merchants dis- 
tribute the tickets to patrons who 
are enabled to obtain admission 
with them to the State theatre upon 
payment of five cents. 

Board upheld Rolfe’s contention 
that the stunt constitutes a viola- 
tion of the minimum admission 
price agreements in Heath’s con- 
tracts and is unfair competition for 
the Rolfe theatre 17 miles distant 
from Wells.

worth-while nature.’ 


Neither the Hays office in New 
York nor the U. S. Commerce De- 
partment in Washington has been 
offcially notified of the change of 
in Czechoslovakia, though 
both admitted having heard unoffi-

the incidents? As an idealist and 
religious zealot having an affair 
with a woman of the world, Barry 
Norton holds the one part that 
could have been dramatic, but is 
never allowed to be. 

First reel or so is given over to 
Baxter's staring at the walls of his 
stateroom and after that staring at 
the sea, the passengers, and the bar, 
to which he is not allowed access. 
A great doctor, he has been in a 
scandal and needs to find himself.

N. W. Allied Claims - 
Exchanges Ducking 
Cancellation Edict 


Minneapolis, July 23. 
Northwest Allied States has filed 
a formal protest with Will Hays, 
charging local exchanges with 
failure to comply with the major 
distributors’ publicly announced 
agreement to permit exhibitors to 


cancel pictures released prior to 
July 15 in eases where protests 
have been filed against them in 


communities on moral grounds. 
Holding an indignation meeting 
here, exhibs declared that some of 








the exchanges were refusing to can- 
cel films at all, and it was asserted 
that other exchanges were taking 
the position that theatre owners 
must furnish proof of objections to 
a picture before a cancellation would 
be permiited. 

It was specified in this Hays edict 
that the exchange manager and ex- 
hibitor must determine the genu- 
ineness of the protest, and in case 
of dispute matter is to go before 
local grievance board.

Patron Pictures 

Pictures of be 
on the theatre have always 
been big draws locally, particularly 
if on films instead of slide, but back 
in the archives there is a record of 
a manager who built a lot of busi- 
ness for a feature by making pic- 
tures each day of the crowds enter- 
ing the house, these being shown 
the following night.

Each 
evening he made 100 feet of the 
crowd in the lobby around 7:30, 
rushed it through the works and 
had it ready for next day showing. 
Today it might be possible to find 
some 16 m.m. camera enthusiast 
who has his own developing outfit. 
They are not prevalent yet, but 
there are several hundred in use. 
This is good only for the smaller 
houses, where the projection can be 
hit up to a 15-foot picture. 

The stunt worked so well that the 
full assemblage was run the first 
three days of the following week, 
and brought in the same people and 
their friends. This second showing 
was not announced in advance, lest 
it encourage them to wait. Nothing 
was said, but the impression was 
permitted that the following day 
showing would be the only chance. 
The following week it was shown 
‘in response to the tremendous de- 
mand.” Worked both times

Public popularity of a 
unique personality is the principal 
token by which the exhibitor, in the 
first instance, and the public, in the 
second, sre induced to purchase the 
entertainment products offered by 
the” producer. 

‘Thus,’ he pointed out, ‘the mere 
fact that unusual creative talent, 
unique in some constitutes 
the bone and marrow of the mo- 
tion picture industry, . offers a 
natural explanation for the com- 
paratively high compensation which 
is offered by the industry for these 
services.

sonalities of the silent screen. 

‘By this action producers were 
flying in the face of sound judg- 
ment. Business management in 
every line of commercial activity 
was drastically reducing operating 
expenses, including salaries. The 


combined operation of these trends 


made it difficult, if not impossible, 
to adjust production costs to the 
new era of generally depressed 


earnings.” 

Outlining the financial conditions 
of the larger companies, the report 
declared that factors contributing 
to this situation were ‘a greatly re- 
duced mass audience for screen en- 


tertainment by reason of wide-

Hearst's Radio Expansion 


Hearst is out in earnest at present to build his own group 
tions in important key spots of the country. Formerly merely a 
plaything with Hearst, radio today is shaping as a very important 
factor in Hearst's plans 

In most cities Hearst is using radio as an adjunct of his news- 
papers, but there is evidence that Hearst will go into towns with 
transmitters where he has no newspaper of his own, expecting to 
start his own news-sheet or to make an alliance with some paper 
already established. 

Hearst now owns or operates seven transmitters reaching 
from coast to coast, the more important being WINS in New York, 
WCAE in Pittsburgh, KYW in Chicago, WISN in Milwaukee, KYA 
in San Francisco and two transmitters in Los Angeles are readying. 


KYW moves to Philadelphia in October, returning to Westinghouse 
ownership and operation But it is understood that Hearst is ne- 
gotiating to continue operation of the transmitter in Philly even 
though he has no newspaper in that town 

Meanwhile Hearst is busy scouting for a station to replace KYW 
in this, his second most important stronghold. He made a bid of 
$100,000 for WCEL, the Labor Station, but was rejected. He ne- 
gotiated with Ralph Atlass for a possible takeover of WIND in 
Gary but nothing came of it. And now it is reported there has been 
some dickering with WAAF, a small low-watter, on part-time

There is also a villain, an adult 
called Rosson. He's in the same 
business as Buck but is unethical 


and lousey in his commereial prac- 
tices. Maybe the current Nazi sit- 
uation is responsible for this villain 
having a full-blown German ac- 
cent. Not since the war has a 
scoundrel been represented as sput-~- 
tering German. 

Buck packs lots of synthetic ex- 
citement into his yarn, which as a 
nightly radio program over the 
summer should be a strong filler- 
inner for the dentifrice. Buck cur- 
rently is operating an exhibit at 
the Chicago World’s Fair. Land.

behalf of radio at the convention last 


week of the Pacific Advertising 
Clubs Association, 

Redio session opened, with Paul 
Heitmeyer, manager of KGW and 
KEX, as chairman. The first speak 


er, Professor Cyril Jansky, keynoted 
mecting when he declared that the 
jndustry is now in the stare of criti 
eal antlysis. 

We have passed the stare of early 
scientific experimentation he told 
the delegates, ‘and have gone through 
the period of rapid commercial ex 
ploitation. Now radio is entering 
the third stage and is facing entire- 
ly new conditions. We must show 
effectivenes of coverage.’ 

Jansky went into the factors 
which govern radio coverage, and 
brought out the fact that signal 
strength does not necessarily depend 
upon transmission power. He ex- 
plained that lower frequencies are 


the most effective, citing the rather 
startling results of experimentation, 

‘Five hundred watts of power,’ he 
pointed out, ‘will give the same sig- 
nal strength at a certain measured 
distance on 600 kilocycles as 50,000 
watts on a frequnecy of 1,500 watts 
kilocycles. Power is not an index 
of radio coverage.’ 

Kobak supplemented Jansky’s talk 
with further emphasis upon the need 
for actual information about radio 
coverage. 

‘Nothing ever got business as fast 


as the broadeasting industry,’ he 
said, ‘but now the time has come 
when we face hot competition. We 


may no longer depend upon the new- 
of the industry or the satis- 
faction of the advertiser's to 
get business. We have to prove that 


radio sells.’

Kobak asserted that radio really 
does sell, but that the industry has 
been put on the spot by advertisers 
who expect tremendous results 
overnight. His advice was to sell 
radio as a continuous effort and 
stop the advertiser from checking 
upon results the next dav after a 
broadcast. 

lie also counseled radio station 
executives to treat 200d suataining 
programs as a newspaper does its 
editorial pages. 

‘You couldn't buy the editorial 
pases of a newspaper,’ he added 
*Radio, too, has an editorial func- 
tion We have been toc prone in 
broadcasting to sell good sustaining 
programs that have built up moun 
tains of ecod will. There should be 
some of the best programs on every 
station every day that contain no 


advertising That is the editorial 
duty of radio.’

Studios 

Efftee suspended production some 
months ago, F. W. Thring announc- 
ing he would not begin again until 
protection was given the Australian 
producer. Cinesound, headed by 
Stuart F. Doyle, has continued, with 
Doyle stating that a quota was not 
desired by his organization. These 
two organizations control four stu- 
dios in Sydney and Melbourne. 

Several indie producing units, 
using either the Cinesound or Efftee 
studios, strongly fought for a quota. 
Amongst these were Pat Hanna and 
Charles Chauvel. Others stated as 
contemplating entering the local 
production field include Monogram 
and National, Latter is backed by 
Sir Hugh Denison and Associated 
Newspapers. Said that National 
will link-up with a big British stu- 
dio for directors and artists. 

When and if quota becomes actual 
law, it is certain that production 
work will go ahead here tremen- 
dously. Figured that several com- 
panies will he floated overnight. 
Australia looks about set to give 
keen competition to Ingland and 
America, 

Competition 

Competition would, of course, only 
be on the local consumption mar- 
ket, because the government makes 
it a law for exhibitors to screen a 
percentage of local films. Although 
Australia has produced many native 
boxoffice hits, few have been suc- 
cessful in breaking into the over- 
seas’ market. But Australian pro- 
ducers say that with a guaranteed 
market locally they will be able to 
make bigger and better pictures, 
possibly making the grade overseas. 

Despite the fact that an objec- 
tion was raised at the probe against 
a local quota because such a quota 
would encourage the quick promo- 
tion of ‘mushroom’ companies, 
Marks said that he believed that 
the provision of a standard of merit 
for quota pictures would lessen the 
risk of bad or indifferent films be- 
ing produced.

To overcome any

His 
costume, with huge flowing sleeves 
hit the crowd's funnybone, but after 
the first scene they began applaud- 
ing even the settings. Scenes that 
made the audience take a deep 
breath in astonishment and won- 
derment were the harbor, council 
chamber, and the final, the bed- 
chamber Stage, built 56 years ago, 
is narrow, but extremely deep, and 
resents unusual opportunities for 
optical illusions, and Jones used this 
advantage to the full extent. 

Action is speeded by having only 
two acts, but in nine scenes. Parts 
of the scenes take place in front of 
the curtain, while the stage is being 
readied.

With the entrance of 
Huston, the action and speech 
achieved its proper speed and the 


crowd which came to scoff began to 
take notice. 

Huston, who, according to his 
own word, had never read ‘Othello’ 
until this spring, gave the role a 
sincerity and reality that brought to 
life the characters as Shakespeare 


intended. His long speeches and 
characterization indicated he put 
everything he had into it. Nan 


Sunderland, his wife in reality and 
in this production, imparted a na- 
tive grace and ability to the role of 
a society dame of old Venice. Mac- 
kenna made the character of Iago 
seem actual, and Hunter gave the 
role of Cassio the necessary atti- 
tude of one who has been advanced 
beyond his real worth. As the tool 
of Iago, Foster was skillfully help- 
less unless aided continually by 
Iago. Helen Freeman gave her part 
the lightness it demanded, and her 
part snapped up the play and made 
it the more enjoyable for those who 
at the start did not care for Shake- 
speare. 

As presented by Jones, one does 
not have the feeling he is listening 
to a tragedy until close to the end. 
And the grandness of the final scene, 
fn Desdemona’s bedchamber, was 
sufficiently magnificent to make the 
crowd almost forget they were see- 
ing a tragedy even then. The bed 
had a bright red brocaded coverlet 
and a 15-foot hood at the head of 
the same color. At the parting of 
the curtains the beauty of it 
prompted the audience to loud ap- 
plause. 

Applause at the end of the first 
act forced the actors to take num- 
erous bows, and Huston made a 
short response. Declared he re- 
garded this as the high spot of his 
eareer as an actor—that he had 
been asked why he had come to 
Central City, and wished to say that 
after the enthusiastic reception, any 
actor would be proud to do the 
same thing. Applause at the close 
was longer than at any similar event 
ever in this section of the country. 
Folks warmed their palms for a full 
six or seven minutes, and even 
cheered. Actors, while genuinely 
appreciative of the hearty applause 
and cheering, were nearly embar- 
rassed at the wholeheartedness of it. 

Costumes were designed by Jones 
and flawless. No expense was 
spared from this angle. 

With the word of mouth plugging 
and unusually favorable newspaper 
publicity being given the production 
this year the run of two weeks 
should be close to a 100% sellout.

Instead it is a neat, well-written 
and entertaining love story with a 
mystery angle of an unusual and 
fresh type. In spite of indifferent 
direction and some of the worst 
acting of the season, it drew six 


curtain calls from a small but justly 
appreciative audience. 

Suspense is cleverly maintained 
until the end, although it is doubt- 
ful whether the play would hold an 
audience which was in on the se- 
cret, as is probable after a few days 
run. Excellent acting on the part 
of Coburn Goodwin and good sup- 


port from Margaret Callahan pre- 
vented this question from arising. 
Ralph Nelson is very funny in a 


different role, not in itself particu- 
larly ‘uproarious. Charles Walton, 
the director, does a good job as 
Miles but as far as most of the rest 
of the cast was concerned a much 
better performance was given by 
sailors and marines on shore leave. 

Hero, Dick, played by Goodwin, 
wakes up after a train accident to 
find himself at home convalescing 
in luxury from five weeks of un- 
consciousness. Trouble is that Dick 
Craven, as he is known to everyone, 
remembers that he is Dick Trent, 
an ex-newspaperman who was 
beaten and left for dead by the local 
toughs in his home town. How he 
was mistaken for Dick Craven, who 
was injured in the accident is be- 
yond him but he firmly intends to 
establish his identity and clear out. 
His resolve is heightened when 
Craven's lovely wife, Dora, comes 
in and caresses him. Dick cannot 
see making love to another man’s 
wife under false pretenses, no mat- 
ter how close the resemblance. His 
‘wife,’ her parents, his valet, the 
doctor and his secretary all believe 
him to be the victim of a delusion. 
He fails to convince them that he 
is Dick Trent and not Dick Craven. 
However, to humor him, they write 
to old friends of his in his home 
town. No trace of Craven can be 
found, other than Dick himself. For 
the sake of Dora's health, he does 
not tell her who he really is. He 
decides to sit tight until the letters 
are answered and the family con- 
vinced of his identity. 

While sitting tight, however, he 
falls desperately in love with Dora 
and, being a man of scruples, moves 
his sleeping quarters to the den. 
Dora does not understand his seem- 
ing coldness and is heartbroken. 
Hughes, the secretary in Craven's 
department store, comes to report 


of the accident. Dick at once con- 
cludes that the real Craven changed 
clothes with him after the wreck, 


thinking him dead, and absconded 
with the money, 

Then he is presented with a 
beautiful pearl necklace which 
Craven ordered two months before 
‘for an old girl-friend’ and is con- 


Vineced that Craven ran away with 


a woman. To protect Dora, who 
bears Craven's name, he _ pitches 
into the business, gives Dora the 


pearls, goes to work to raise money

Months later, Dora's baby is born. 
Dick, loving her, cannot bear to 
look at it, believing it to be Cra- 
ven's. His mother-in-law convinces 
him that the baby looks like him 
and even sneezes like him and then 
Dick is really satisfied that he is 
Craven. 

It’s all explained and straightened 
out logically.

Nothing very strong or novel here. 
In spots it is handled very well and 
the dialog, surprisingly modern for 
the well-used tale, gets over effec- 
tively. But just as often the lines 
don't get beyond vulgarity and the 
wish to shock smartly, instead of 
being wiity. Perhaps it’s all in de- 
livery. At any rate, some of the 
cracks brought gasps from even the 
men folks.

In August, 1893, Girard brought

$1,500 and Walter $1,400. 

This house had _ been’ hypo- 


thecated to the United Breweries, 
and $1,800 of the capital was paid 
the brewery for three months’ rent. 
The San Francisco house, at that 
time the only theatre, was opened 
Oct. 24, 1893, and ran continuously 
until the fire and quake of 1906. It 
gave two performances daily, seven 
days a week. 


With the bankroll cut by the 
rental payment, Walter had to go 
easy on the expense end. Hyde,

fares for the initial shipment of

Beck Enters 

Much of the success of the enter- 
prise should be credited John 
Morissey, an expert and experienced 
showman, who had figured largely 
in San Francisco's theatrical affairs 
for many years. A Mr. Rosinsky 
handled the Orpheum’s limited New 
York business and on his death, in 
1896, the duties were t°ken over by 
Dr. Stoessel, Girard then had charge | 
of the more important Chicago 
office, trying to pick up the acts 
there to save the fares from New 
York. The New York end was 
dominated by the Great Western 
Vaudeville Assn., which bore no re- 
lationship to the subsequent West- 
ern V. A. 

When New 
more important spot, Girard 
vanced to that job. His Chicago 
place was filled by Martin Lehman ! 
who later took over the Kansas Cit) 
Orpheum, in which he had a con- 
siderable financial interest. 
Harris was offered the Chicago spot, 
but refused it, and Martin Beck 
obtained the appointment. 

Meanwhile, Gustav Walter had 
died and his estate was in a jam 
due to the conflicting claims of his 
widow and Mrs’ Emma Sterett, who 
claimed to be Walter’s common-law 
wife. Morris Meyerfeld, Jr., took 
over the management of Orpheum 
to protect the stockholders’ min- 
ority interest. He filled the position 
so admirably that he was retained 
after the matter of Walter’s heirs 
was compromised. Walter's death 
(May 9, 1898) interrupted negoti- 
ations for a house in Omaha, but 
Lehman subsequently put this 
through. 

In 1897 Meyerfeld had formed a 
pool to purchase 49% of the stock 
in the Orpheums. After the passing 
of Walter he was able to gain a 
sufficient addition to retain control. 
But the new manager found him- 
self in a predicament. The Frisco 
Orpheum had become outmoded. A 
new house seemed to be called for, 
yet is was impossible to make more 
than minor repairs between mid- 
night and the matinee. Many plans 
were made, but there was always 
the fear that the period of idleness 
caused by building operations might 
disperse the clientele or permit 
someone to start opposition. The 
house was not touched until the fire 
finished the work of demolition 
started by the quake. It had been

After the deal for the Marcug 
Show had been set between Charlig

Foreign artists without agentg 
are almost helpless. They turn up 
at a theatre office and ask for a job, 
‘Where's your Japanese agent?’ they 
are asked. ‘We can't talk business 
except through a Japanese agent.’ 
Of course they can't. Without the 
Japanese agent there's no chance 
for a squeeze 

One Japanese agent has a good 
rep among theatre men for square 
shooting. He is Wadamor, who 
brought in the Hagenbeck circus 
last year. At present he seems to 
have abandoned theatrical work and 


to be concentrating solely on out« 
door attractions 

‘Direct booking’ is another great 
game in the Japanese theatre. A 
theatre's booker or manager, or 
someone else connected with the 


theatre, or another agent, may ape 
proach the act direct, promising an 
early date—perhaps an immediate 
contract—for a lower price. Some-« 
times this is done by a manager te 
eliminate squeeze tactics in his own 
organization. Sometimes it is an 
attempt to cut out an agent. Some-« 
times it is merely a game of squeez- 
ing the booker and the act's agent 
to get a bigger percentage of what 
the theatre is paying. 


Recently an outside agent sucé 
ceeded in messing up a_ booking 
which was practically set by run« 


ning to the theatre and claiming to 
be able to sell the act in question 
for a lower price. This agent had 
seen the act in Shanghai, but had 
never even spoken to anyone con- 


nected with it. Another agent had 
the exclusive right to sell it in 
Japan. Outside agent's idea was 


that, if he got a contract, he could 
persuade the act to welsh on ita 
agreement with its original agent 
He didn't succeed in booking the 
act, but he did succeed tn keeping 
it out a profitable playdate. 


In spite of all this, the fact re- 
mains that there are at least 12 
weeks of profitable time in Japan 


for the right kind of act, with some 
opportunities for doubling, if the 
act is properly handled. Acts will- 
ing to work reasonably cheap can 
stay longer and live fairly well on 
about $15 a week per head,
